The Washoe County Health District received a Notice of Subgrant Award from the Division of Public
and Behavioral Health for the period February 1,2015 through April30, 2015 in the total amount of
$10,222 in support of the CDC Ebola Virus Direct Active Monitoring Grant Program. A copy of the
face page of the Notice of Subgrant Award is attached.

This item supports the Epidemiology and Public Health Preparedness (EPHP) Division's mission to
strengthen the capacity of public health infrastructure to detect, assess, and respond decisively to
control the public health consequences of bioterrorism events or any public health emergency.

PREVIOUS ACTION
There has been no previous action taken by the Board this fiscal year.
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BACKGROUND
Funding from this award will be used to support personnel (a portion of t'wo existing epidemiologists)
and indirect expenditures associated with active/direct active monitoring of persons retuming or
visiting Washoe County who have been exposed or potentially exposed to EVD.

The District Health Officer accepted this award on February 26,2015. This grant was not anticipated
and not included in the FY15 adopted budget. A budget amendment in the amount of $9,324 is
necessary to bring the Notice of Subgrant Award into alignment with the direct program budget. A
budget adjustment is not necessary for the indirect revenue.
